Kite flying has been one of the more harmless and inexpensive 
.pleasures which people have long enjoyed. For hundreds of years, 
it has been a national pastime in Asiatic countries, sometimes con¬ 
nected with religious ceremonies or superstition. The Chinese, Jap¬ 
anese, Koreans and others developed complex kites I'esembling dra¬ 
gons, butterflies, fish, even musical kites—their construction and fly¬ 
ing became and remains an art in itself. 

The process is much simpler in this country. But the winds and 
weather of- Spring are bringing the usual tens of thousands of high 
flying kites attached to an equal number of children. 

We should all be reminded that there are hazai*ds in this sport 
and every parent and child should be familiar with some of the im¬ 
portant “DON’TS” of kite flying: 

Don’t use tinsel string, wire, or any twine with metal in it. Don’t 
fly a kite with metal in the frame or tail. Don’t fly a kite in the rain. 
Don’t run across streets or highways while flying a kite. Don’t fly a 
kite over TV or radio aerials or near electric power lines—if a kite 
becomes entangled in electric power lines, leave it there and don’t 
touch the string or in any other manner attempt to get it down. 

Whether you are flying a dragon or a buttei’fly or one of the 
familiar diamond shapes from the corner grocery store, these safety 
“Don’ts” still make sense. They spell the difference'between safe 
fun and possible serious injury.

BOUND ro COME 

West Virginia has made a 
major change in its trout fishing 
regulations. Following the 1966 
opening on April 24, trout fish¬ 
ing will continue thereafter on a 
year-round basis. The state be¬ 
lieves that its new policy of year-, 
round ti’out fishing will offer 
these avantages: (1) Makes use 
of at least two extra months of 
prime trout water—often the best 
stream conditions of the year; 
(2) Gets away from opening day 
crowds that hinder fishing and 
detract from sport; (3) Will al¬ 
low further use of hatcheries by 
providing more poundage of fish 
pi-oduced per unit space; (4) 
Should deci’ease total fishing 
pressure on native trout waters 
since most of this effort is asso¬ 
ciated with opening of the sea¬ 
son. 

Certain clubs and individuals 
have been advocating a year- 
I'ound season on trout in Mass. 
Their arguments for such a move 
are similar to those given by the 
state of West Virginia. One bad 
facet that would be cured is the 
pie-season fishing that is illegal¬ 
ly being carried on by the kids 
on school vacation, which falls 
before the fishing season opens. 
Well, year-round fishing is some¬ 
thing to think about and discuss 
at your club meetings.
